Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant indicate that an appeal brief was due, however would be 
willing to submit an RCE if alternative claim language addressing the rejections of record would be considered. The 
draft claims were more generally drawn to an assay and not drug discovery per se, and involved screeing small 
molecules. Examiner indicated that it addressed the rejection of record in part, however the only support for using 
small molecules contemplated in the specification was at best with membrane associated proteins pointing to 
paragraphs 148-149. Applicant argued that screening was well known in the art, and Examiner agreed with respect to 
some enablement issues, but new matter and written description can not be met by what is obvious in the art, only 
what is specifically taught and supported by the specification. Examiner indicated what he believed the specfication 
supported regarding small molecules and membrane proteins, and provided several options for proceeding including 
the filing of an appeal brief. Ms. Kanik indicated that she would consult other council on how to proceed.
